Scoggins Shot Dead, 
Coroner’s Jury Finds 


A coroner’s investigation Sunday in 
Lafayette into the murder of Carl A. 
Scoggins, 41, of 548 Simpson street, 
N. W., revealed that the Atlanta man 
had been killed with a shotgun and 
not with a blunt instrument as first 
thought. J. P. Hargis, 27, of Gordon 
road, waived extradition after he was 
arrested Saturday in Chattanooga and 
was taken to Lafayette, where he and 
Alvin Lowrance, 30, of Chickamaug 
are being held in connection wit 
Scoggins’ death early Friday near La- 
favette. 

Testimony at the inquest, which 
will be concluded today, brought out 
that Hargis last Thursday obtained a 
l2-gauge shotgun from a farmer in 
Walker county on the pretext that he 
was going to buy it and that a day 
or so after Scoggins was found dead 
beside the road, he had returned it 
without buying, according to Sheriff 
J. C, Keown. 

Lowrance is said to have told of- 
ficers that Scoggins and Hargis were 
en unfriendly terms over the latter’s 
wife, and that they had been on a 
drinking party together. Both are 
charged with murder and are being 
held without bond.

ENRAGED FARMERS 
BATTLE TEAR GAS 
IN DUMPING MILK 


400 Wisconsin Strikers 
Defeat Efforts of Depu- 
ties in Seizing Chicago 
Consignment. 


ELKHORN, Wis., May 14.—(?)— 
Enraged farmers, waging their milk 
strike, today battled through dense 
clouds of tear gas south of Mukwon- 
ago to dump six truck loads of milk. 
destined for the Chicago market. 

Fists and clubs flew as strikers put 
non-strikers to flight, and from a tew 
rods distant deputy sheriffs tossed 
the gas bombs which made 400 farm- 
ers and truck drivers gasp for air and 
cover their eyes. Thirty thousand 
pounds of milk were dumped. 

Thirty-five deputy sheriffs were 
kept from the thick of the fight by 
a county line. The battle took place 
a few yards inside of Walworth coun- 
ty. The officers were deputies of 
Waukesha county. They would not 
charge across the line with their riot 
sticks and pistols, but they did hurl 
many bombs. Clouds of gas, borne 
by a gentle south wind, wafted back 
into the faces of the deputies. Some 
managed to get on their gas masks, 
but others were as much affected as 
the farmers who were the targets. 

No Match for Farmers. 

The truck drivers and a few pri- 
vate guards armed with clubs were 
no match for the aroused farmers. 
Clubs were wrested from the guards. 
Some farmers rushed into the fray 
with milk can covers in their hands. 
While some battled the truck drivers 
others tossed milk cans to the pave- 


'ment and milk settled several inches 


deep in a depression in the pasture 
of Mac Nees. Some of.the tear gas 
drifted over to his farmyard and 
to the farm of Hugo Wedell. The 
two farmers complained that their 
cows and pigs were made ill by it. 

Farmers stopped the trucks, headed 
for the United Dairy Company plant 
at Mukwonago, by throwing logs and 
upturned harrows to the pavement. 
Then they swarmed around the ma- 
chines. Drivers leaned from cabs. 
swinging clubs, but they were soon 
subdued. 

One truck driver managed to. turn 
about and he sped into a farm yard. 
Rut the farmers followed and that 
load also was dumped. 

No Walworth county deputies were 
on the scene, but a call to the cqun- 
ty seat at Elkhorn brought: them’ out 
in force. An hour after the battle 
75 officers were patrolling the high- 
ways, but there were no more dis- 
orders. Several milk trucks passed 
through later under police escort. 

Milk Pool Head Hurt. 

Among those injured was Otto 
Marquette, president of the East 
Troy milk pool. A_ truck driver 
struck him on the chin and he was 
unconscious 20 minutes. 

The outbreak was the second in 
the state since-the strike started yes- 
terday. A crowd of dairymen broke

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BANKING SYSTEM 
NEARING NORMAL 


14,000 of 18,000 Banks 


Closed by Holiday Open 
on Unrestricted Basis.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—(UP) 


|The nation’s banking system was ap- 


proaching normalcy tonight. 

Authorities told the United Press 
that more than 14.000 of the 18,000 
banks closed by the national holiday 
in March, since have been reopened 
on a normal basis. 

As a result of the reopenings, more 
than $40,000,000,000 of the $43,00U,- 
000,000 in deposits frozen by. Presi- 
dent’s Roosevelt’s emetgency ©order 
have been freed. Lights in the treas- 
ury building still blaze late at night 
as officials push forward in their ef- 
forts to reopen banks still closed. 

The improvement in~the situation 
was reported as the senate prepared 
to debate the Glass bill designed to 
prevent such financial crises in the 
future. The measure in addition to 
guaranteeing deposits imposes stricter 
regulations throughout the whole 
banking structure. 

It became apparent tonight the bill 
would encounter bitter opposition in 
congress from banking interests. 
These foes will center their attack 
upon the guarantee deposit prevision 
which they insist has been tried in 
eight states without success. They 
will maiatain it would encourage un- 
sound banking principles. 

The powerful private banking in- 
stitutions will attempt to batter down 
the provision which would force them 


to abandon their deposit business.| g

Officials told the United Press to- 
night that most of the 14,000 banks 
that have reopened did so without 
outside aid. Those not in a position 
to meet demands of depositors were 
assisted through funds advanced by 
local interests and by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 

This huge fiscal agency instead of 
advancing large sums to scattered 
banks is concentrating chiefly on im- 
proving the “key” banks in leading 
cities such as Cleveland, Detroit, 
Akron, Indianapolis and Kansas City. 

Bank reorganizations in these 
cities and in others are being effected 
through purchase of a block of pre- 
ferred stock of the reorganized banks 
by the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration on the condition that a simi- 
lar sum of money is advanced by lo- 
cal interest through subscription of 
common stock. 

Purchases by the R. F. C. of pre- 
ferred stock of reorganized institu- 
tions tonight totalled $18,000,000, of- 
ficials said. Agreements to purchase 
an additional $21,623,000 of prefer- 
red stock have been made.

Proponents of an ordinance to li- 
cense the sale of 3.2 beer in Atlanta 
Sunday claimed 27 votes, or a ma- 
jority of seven more than necessary 
to pass it, and announced they were 
considering a move to force the meas- 
ure through at this afternoon’s ses- 
sion of council instead of referring 
it to a committee. 

Dividing interest with the beer leg- 
islation at the regular semi-monthly 
meeting of council today will be ac- 
tion on an ordinance designed to li- 
cense automobile drivers using At- 
lanta streets as a safety move. Strong 
support of this measure in and out 
of council indicates it will be passed. 

Backed by Chief of Police T. O. 
Sturdivant and other municipal en- 
forcement officers: Mayor James L. 
Key, the entire police committee, the 
mayor's traffic commission, the At- 
lanta Safety Council, the Atlanta 
Traffic and Safety League, the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce and 
other organizations interested in re- 
ducing the swelling accidengy toll in 
Atlanta, Councilman Wilflam 4G. 
Hastings, chairman of the traffic 
committee, will ask council to pass 
the ordinance today. 

Hastings also is chairman of the 
mayor's traffic commission, and be- 
fore the meeting of council this after- 
noon he will ask the ordinance and 
traffic committees to support the 
measure in order that no delay will 
be encountered in strengthening the 
laws to curb the “appalling loss of 
life and destruction of property be- 
cause of reckless driving and as a re- 
sult of driving by incompetents.’

The fact that seven Georgia cities 
have already licensed the sale of beer 
adds considerable popular zest to 
what action Atlanta may take this 
afternoon.

GHINESE EVACUATE 
TENTSIN: REGION 


Mysterious Bombings 
Add to Uneasiness Which 
Grips Large Orienta 
City. 


TIENTSIN, May 15.—(Monday) 
(?)—Tientsin today was alive with 
unverified reports of impending de- 
velopments in the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict in this part of northeast China. 

One of the chief reports which is 
causing anxiety is that the Japanese 
have handed the Chinese an _ ulti- 
matum demanding the Chinese forces 
evacuate the Tientsin area and also 
Tangku, on the sea coast 35 miles east 
of Tientsin. 

The tenseness here increased when 
unidentified persons hurled two bombs 
against the main gateway between 
the native city and the Japanese con- 
cession. : 

The explosions rocked the neighbor- 
hood but hurt nobody. As a result, 
however, both the Chinese and the 
Japanese in their respective areas 
pe out and increa their armed 
wisi Bridge Blown U 

Foreign interests are especially 
alarmed at the seemingly well- 
founded reports that the Chinese have 
blown up the Peiping-Mukden rail- 
way bridge over the Lwan river, in 
an effort to hamper the Japauese 
army advance. . 

lt is reported that this action 
means a protracted severance of the 
through railway traffic. It is hoped 
that the damage is not serious, !n 
view of the grave effects of a stop 
page of rail transport would have 
upon the Tangshan coal exports. 

The tension here as a result of 
Sino-Japanese hostilities _along the 
Lwan river has markedly increased. 

The dense population in the na- 
tive quarter is restive and fearful of 
untoward events, while the Japanese 
niilitary authorities within the Japa- 
nese concession adjacent to the na- 
tive city have established heavy pa- 
trols both mounted and afoot. 

The Japanese have crossed the 
Lwan river north of Lwanchow and 
are advancing westward over two 


routes. \ / 
“Two Advances. 

One of these Japanese columns has 
as its objective, it is believed here, 
Miyun, only 40 miles north of Peip- 
ing. The second column is presumed 
to be directed toward Fengtai, on the 
southern outskirts of Peiping, and si- 
multaneously outflanking Tangshau, 
northwest of Tientsin, and enabling 
Manchukuo troops to advance along 
the railway and occupy the mining 
center without trouble. a ar 

Various reports received here indi- 
cate that heavy fighting has been go- 
ing on west of the Lwan river. 

Japanese reports lay claim to rapid 
advances.

THE TOLL OF RECKLESSNESS. 

In view of the drive now being 
made in Atlanta to reduce the num- 
ber of automobile accidents on the 
city’s public thoroughfares, the re- 
Sults of a questionnaire sent out by 
the Institute of Traffic Engineers, 
of New York, in the effort to as- 


certain to what extent speed is re- 
sponsible for traffic accidents, is of 


particular interest. 

The consensus of opinion of the 
traffic experts to which the ques- 
tionnaire was sent is that speed in 
itself is not dangerous unless com- 
bined with recklessness or other 
factors which cause it to become a 
threat to the safety of the users of 
public highways. 

Recklessness 
nine cases out of ten for the thou- 
sands of accidents which occur daily 
throughout the United States. Sta- 
tistics prepared by the federal gov- 
ernment show that 90 per cent of 
auto accidents are caused by 10 per 
cent of our drivers—the element of 


is responsible in 


those owning and operating auto- 
mobiles who seemingly care neither 
for their own safety nor that of 
others. 

The drivers’ license law proposed 
for Atlanta would strike directly at 
this 10 per cent of our drivers by 
giving the police the club of sus- 
pension their 
license if they persist in wilfully 


or revocation of 
ignoring the traffic ordinances. 
Other cities have materially re- 
duced their. accident tolls by the 
enactment of such laws and At- 


lanta should not fail to do so now.

BERLIN, May 14.—(UP)—Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler intends to deliver 
a sharp reply to French and British 
refusals to admit Germany’s right to 
rearm when he addresses the reich- 
stag on Wednesday, it was learned 
tonight. 

Hitler, it was understood, will 
stress the alleged failure of methods 
followed at the arms conference in 
Geneva, where German delegates ut- 
tered this threat to rearm unless the 
former World War allies curtail their 
armaments as provided in the treaty 
of Versailles. 

Furthermore, the fiery little chan- 
cellor will sharply reject charges 
made public at Paris last week, that 
Germany is arming secretly. 

He is expected to issue a warning 
that Germany will disregard any form 
of an ultimatum, as hinted in the 
French and English press. 

Hitler probably will assert Ger- 
many’s innocence on charges of being 
responsible for the present deadlock 
in the Geneva arms parley, declaring 
her innocence is demonstrated by Ber- 
lin’s acceptance of the British arms 
readjustment plan, with “reasonable 
reservations,” as the basis for the 
arms committee’s discussions, 

A flat charge that France is to 
blame for the arms deadlock possibly 
will be made in this report on the 
Geneva proceedings, for which Hitler 
suddenly summoned the adjourned 
reichstag to convene Wednesday.

plicated economic difficulties.

The booklet was prepared by How- 
ard E. Coffin, capitalist of Sapelo Is- 
land, Ga., former member of a simi- 
lar agency which functioned during 
the World War, and Charles E. Stu- 
art, president of the engineering firm 
of Stuart, James & Cooke, Inc., of 
New York. Mr. Stuart is the Ameri- 
can engineer praised by George Ber- 
nard Shaw, British dramatist, for his 
“very remarkable report” on the coal 
industry of Russia—a report which 
led Mr. Shaw to predict the Ameri- 
can engineer's banishment to Siberia 
but which, to everyone's surprise, was 
accepted by the supreme council of 
the U. S. S. R.

Lois spent many hours sitting 
quietly at work with some soft white 
cloth in her lap. It was being 
fashioned into tiny garments. But 
none of them was elaborate or fussy. 
And there were not dozens and doz- 
ens of them. She had learned, as 
every modern mother knows, that 
the infant of ron is better off when 
unencumbered with long skirts, heavy 
dresses and cumbersome wraps. 

In fact, Lois was not considering 
any outer wrap for she knew that 
it is not considered “smart” to take 
an infant visiting. “Receiving, ’ 
such as it is, is done at home. 

But she did believe that dainty 
stichery had a place in the garments. 
It might be a rolled hem, a hand run 
tuck, a tuck with a scalloped effect 
which gave the smart little touch 
and finish to a garment, 

She used quite a bit of feather- 
stiching. Many hems were held in 
piace with this stitch.

It asserted that the use of 100,000 
bales a year by the sugar industry 
could be doubled if cotton containers 
were used wholly for refined sugar. 
It said the potential use of cotton 
containers for packaging fertilizers.

Use _ in 
packing cement could be increased 
from 48,000 bales to 82,000 bales, 
and in packaging salt, from 48,000 
bales ‘to 118,000 bales, according to 
the bureau's figures. 

The bureau said it has been “en- 
couraged by surveys showing a steady

It attributed much of the increase 
to “consumer approval of retail pack- 
aging of bulky farm products in cot- 
ton containers, and to a growing de- 
mand by southern farmers that fer- 
tilizers, feed. flour, sugar and other

The interior raft- 
ers, joists, beams or other timbers of 
a building may be entirely eaten out 
before the insect vandals are noticed, 
since they leave a protective outer 
shell. 

The termites which do the greatest 
damage to buildings and their con- 
tents, especially by weakening the 
supporting timbers, are those which 
live in the ground and attack wood 
directly from the ground.

“Persistent buying by eteel makers 


in their efforts to accumulate stocks 
of basic materials indicates the foun- 
dation is being laid for a long up- 
swing in operations, which seasonal 
conditions this summer will not 
vitiate,” the magazine added. 

Operations in the Wheeling district 
last week led the country with a rate 
of 65 per cent, up four points. Cleve- 
land was second at 54 per cent, a 
gain of six points; the Youngstown 
district advanced 10 points to 43; 
Chicago 1 1-2 to 31; Pittsburgh 2 to 
24: Birmingham 6 to 20; Philadel- 
phia 1 to 6 1-2, and Detroit and Buf- 
falo held at 38 per cent. Some tin 
plate mills were operating at 100 per 
cent, the average for all being 60. 

The rise in scrap prices has slowed 
up the demand for this class of mate- 
rial, the magazine said, because scrap 
prices have practically caught up with 
pig iron. 

“Following its recent purchase of 
89,000 tons of Southern railway scrap, 
Weirton Steel Company has acquired 
°60,000 tons from the Baltimore & 
Ohio.” the review continued. 

“Heavier buying of pig iron has 
been induced by prospects for higher 
prices. Chicago furnaces have ad- 
vanced 50 cents a ton; Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland producers probably will 
move up this week. 


“Sheet and stripmakers believe the | 


peak has not been reached in the buy- 
ing movement for automobiles, house- 
hold equipment and miscellaneous re- 
quirements. This sygee in steel mill 
activity is reflected M equipments or- 
ders; three large strip mills having 
been purchased by independent steel 
companies. 

“And it is also evident in new re- 
quiremente for manufacturing plants. 
Repair orders for presses in the last 
two weeks at Cleveland have increased 
300 per cent; one builder has received 
inquiries for $3,000,000 worth of 
presses and repair work. 

“Steel’s iron and steel price com- 
posite this week is up 4 cents to 
$28.33: the finished steel composite 
is unchanged at $45.10; while the 
scrap composite has advanced 16 cents 
to $9.16.”
